An aged citizen of North Carolina
tells the story of the greatest apple
dumpling ever made.

1840, when Willilam Henry Harrison
was elected president, after a most ex-
citing campaign, Dumpling Town had
exactly 114 voters, and every man of
them cast his ballot for Harrison.

The people of the small but prosper-
ous town of Scotland Neck, in the
county, also showed thelr appreciation
of the unanimous vote of Dumpling
Town by a generous and whimsical
gift. Two days and a night were con-
sumed in bullding a big dumpling,
which weighed 114 pounds, one pound
for each vote cast at Dumpling Town.

There was great cheering when they
arrived at Scotland Neck, and the
guests cheered themselves when they
saw the feast prepared for them, for
besides the dumplings no end of good
things filled many tables in the spa-
clous warehouse, and the feasting and
fun lasted the rest of the day and
nearly all night.

A barrel of the best molasses was
used as sauce for the big dumpling
and the hungry people ate it all.—-
Youth’s Companion.
